ORGANIZED RESISTANCE AGAINST SOVIETS IN FULL SWING 
Paris LE MONDE in French 3 Apr 80 p 4

[Text] A young Australian who epent more than one month in 
a Kabul detention center before being released late in 
March, reported on the bad treatments suffered by A‘ghan 
prisoners. David Wilkie told AFP [French News Agency): 

"I was able to see Afghan prisoners being taken for 
questioning. I particularly remember one of them with 
swollen cheeks and cigarette burns on his face. He was 
nervously wringing his hands while waiting to be taken 
back to his questioners. I could often hear inrthe night 
the screams of those who were being beaten or tortured with 
electricity. Sometimes they were gaged and only groans, 
moans and dull sounds could be heard coming from the floor 
below. Other times, the sounds changed © plerqing screams or 
the prisoners would sob like babies. The guards ‘worked' 
a prisoner for close to 4 hours non-stop.” This testimony 
confirms that tortures have not stopped since Amin's over- 
throw. 


Peshawar is a market town on the Kabul road, outside the Khyber Pass. It is 
dusty and malodorous, a garrison town for Mirage pilots and the capital of 
Pashtunistan--the Pathan people's country. For almost 2 years now, and even 
more so since the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, it has been general head- 
quarters for the Afghan resistance. 


It is there that, largely due to outside pressures--particularly from Islamic 
countries--the resistance is now being organized in an attempt to create a 
front capable of gathering the many autonomous groups actively engaged in 
fighting the Soviet invader (LE MONDE of 8, 9 and 10 March 1980) and to be 
the spokesman of all the mujahidin (freedom fighters). 











The Ielamic Alliance for the Liberation of Afghanistan is the first atep to- 
ward this union, It was created late in January under the impetus of the 
ministerial conference of Ielamic countries by all the exiled resistance 
movements, with the exception of Hezbi E Islami (Islamic Party). Since then, 
it has acquired a chairman and a leadership committee (LE MONDE of 25 March). 


The “socialist” revolution of April 1978 and the Soviet invasion 

enabled the Islamic parties which never had auch influence on the population, 
to regain some authority. Resistance rallied around these groupe while the 
national factor transcended old tribal and ethnic oppositona. All the 
resistance movements claim kinship with Islam and ‘t is their leading war- 
horse against the invaders. Furthermore, most of these movements belong to 
the right, particularly, the extreme right. Some, like the Jamiat 
[elami (the Islamic Society) and the Hezbi E Islami, draw their original 
strength from the Muslim Brothers. Alliance Chief Ghulam Rasul Sayaf told 
me: “They are two branches of the same tree" which fought first against the 
monarchy, then against Daud's republican regime. Others, like the National 
Revolutionary Front of Syed Ahmed Gailani, an Iraqi-born religious personage 
who is a descendant of the Prophet, include members of the fallen aristocracy 
and mercantile bourgeoisie. 


Such is also the case of Sayyid Mujadedi who heads the National Liberation 
Front and who was an influential member of the clergy under King Zaher Shah. 
However, although he attended Al Azhar Koranic University in Cairo, he also 
is familiar with western culture. He studied in Kabul American School, 
traveled abroad and stayed in Copenhagen. As second in command of the 
Alliance, he heads the war committee. In this capacity, he is entrusted 
with the formidable task of coordinating guerrilla operations as best he 
can and ensure logistics. 


What attitude should prevail toward the former ruler who, overthrown in 1973 
by hie cousin Daud and currently in exile in Rome, has made no public pro- 
nouncements since then? For a time, this question was an obstacle to the 
union of resistance movements, an union based on convenience rather than 
love. Gailani and his partisans hardly mind criticizing the "fanatics" with 
shom circumstances forced him to assoctate. They would have 
preferred Mujaddedi to Sayat as chairman of the Alliance and they dd not 
vote for the latter. Talking about his partners, Gailani told me: “They 
are not democrats; they do not know the meaning of the word. They would 
rather set up a dictatorship or, in any case, a single party." As for Sayaf, 
he is understandably more optimistic concerning the Alliance's future. He 
intends strengthening it, expanding it and even infusing it with a “new 
jihad spirit” (struggle on behalf of faith) (LE MONDE of 25 March). 


if this Jamiat personality was chosen, it is not only because his group 
appears to be dominant within the Alliance, but because, imprisoned in Kabul 
since 1974, Sayaf was not involved in the personality clashes which, for 
months, divided the exiled leaders. Purthermore it is due to such rivalries 
that the head of Hezbi E Islami, Gulbudin Hekmatyar--called the "Engineer" 








because he had begun technical studies=--, has refused, until now, to let his 
organization join the Alliance. Hekmatyar has inconteatably a strong per- 
sonality and an acute sense of power. As long as the balance of force in 
the maquis appears to favor the Hezbi, he will undoubtedly find it difficult 
to accept the Alliance's authority, unless he ie given an important position, 


It is due to its uncompromising attitude toward the monarchy as well as the 
republic, and now communiem=-which does not prevent it from being very harsh 
with the United States--that this party ie favored by the fighters and 
refugees wishing to join the resistance. The latter crowd ita Peshawar 
headquarters. In the war of victory communiqués waged by resisters’ move- 
mente, it undoubtedly picked up some propaganda points by being quite 
Willing to exaggerate. Due to a lack of communications system, couriers 
atill carry to the frontier and the nearest telephone exchange news of the 
battles which are thus appreciably "padded" by the time the press learns 
about them. 


Traditional conflicts between Maquis and representatives of the resistance 
abroad are also beginning to surface. Offended by Hekmatyar's personal 
behavior, Yunis Khalis--rebel leader who is holding the maquis between 
Kabul and the Pakistani frontier where his men organized several ambushes 
and assaults--has parted from him to form his own Islamic party, the Hezbi 
E Islami (Khalis group) and joined the Alliance. 


Attempted unification of the resistance is thus running into the Afghans' 
fierce individualism, clan spirit and tribal and ethnic rivalries. But, 
refugees now feel the need to join a party, if only to get weapons, ammuni- 
tions or even food. However, much still remains to be done before Sayat 
and Hekmatyar can impose their authority on all the mujahidin and, for 
example, give the resistance a unified command, not mentioning a government. 
An official of the resistance stated: “Leadership for the liberation 
struggle will emerge from within if it does not come from abroad." 


Idle former officers of the regular Afghan army can also be seen in Peshawar. 
One of them assured me that "All the officers and soldiers would desert if 
they could, but the Russians tightly control each unit." He added: “I had 
to get an authorization from a Soviet before I could climb into my tank." 


"Many Afghans flee their country to escape compulsory military service aimed 
at filling vacancies left by tens of thousands of deserters." They rush to 
the headquarters of resistance movements to join and, specifically, to try 
to get weapons and ammunitions which seem to be the resistance's greatest 
shortage. But the gun merchants are hurrying to Peshawar. Mujahidin are 
bitterly lamenting that Pakistan, despite its generosity toward 650,000 
refugees, is refusing them military aid to avert any criticism from Moscow 
or Kabul. One of them told me: “We are fighting with weapons brought by 
deserters, taken from Soviet soldiers or purchased from Darah cottage 
factories (LE MONDE of 1 February). We are desperately lacking in antitank 
devices, light guns and ammunitions.” Heroism by itself is not enough to 
repel the Red Army. 














Lack of Lalamic Solidarity 


There ia hardly 1 need to send the Afghans who are born soldiers evidently 
willing to fight, to training camps to give them combat preparedness, That 
Islamic parties thrive in refugee camps is obvious and unavoidable, But an 
observer who went to almost all the border regions where, supported by the 
tribes, local authorities have great autonomy and little power to control 
guerrilla movements, assured me he saw no traces of “training bases." 


Concerned that Soviets may end up using a right of purauit, the Pakistani 
continue to refuse to authorize such bases on their territory. But it would 
be very difficult for Islamabad to prevent arma and ammunitions unloaded on 
the southern coast of Pakistan, on the Indian Ocean, to travel to the combat 
zones by caravans through Balushistan. 


The resisters are also complaining about the “ineffective” nature of the 
Islamic solidarity. To a great extent, even measures taken in January by 
the extraordinary conference remained dead letters. Few Muslim countries 
severed diplomatic relations with Kabul as they had agreed at the time. A 
few--such as Pakistan--did, however, reduced their representation. Islamic 
countries also contribute veiy little to the Office of the United Nations 
High Commissioner for Refugees. 


islamic countries will probably express their solidarity in a more concrete 
fashion during the regular ministerial conference which is to take place 
once again in Islamabad from 17 to 26 April: one of the conditions set for 
giving their aid--the union of rebel movements--is now partially satisfied. 
in anv case, without waiting, Afghan parties are trying to expand their re- 
lations with Muslim countries. The Jamiat Islami has been receiving Saudi 
funds for a long time. A few weeks ago, Hekmatyar went to Tehran. He said 
he had found Iman Khomeini “understanding,” the latter still modestly help- 
ing the 50,000 to 60,000 refugees on his territory. 


However, the Afghan resisters in Pakistan generally give the rather moving 
and disturbing impression of having been abandoned to their fate by most 
‘uslim countries--which do not want to worsen their relations with the USSR-- 
ond by the international community preoccupied instead with seeking a 
“political solution.” Most important, what remains is for them to count on 
their own strength, relying more, for the time being, on their religious, if 
not fanatical feelings, their nationalism and, now, their hate for the 

Soviet invader and a collaborating regime also regarded as profane.

INTERNATIONAL HEARING OF BERBER CAUSE URGED

[Text] The peaceful demonstrations which took place in Algiers and several 
other cities and towns of Kabylie illustrate the ambiguities of Algeria's 
political regime. It rightly supports peoples fighting for their independence, 
but unfortunately refuses to give the right to some 6 million Berbers to 

live by their culture and speak their language. Ambiguity has always created 
disorder and those who cause it are not always those whom we believe. 


The foreign and national press acknowledges that the demonstrators from 
Algiers, Tizi-Uzu, Forth National, DraelMizan and elsewhere in Algeria are 

for the most part university and high school students. The essentially 
cultural content of slogans written in tracts and shouted during demonstrations 
was underlined. The slogens included: "Rights for Berber culture; cultural 
diversity; plurality of languages; true popular culture and popular Alergian 
culture. 


The young demonstrators are not planning to overthrow the regime or to 
challenge its legitimity. Moveover, to better show that their demands were 
purely culturel and linguistic, they refused to associate with any political 


opposition party. 


Algerian youths showed maturity by refusing to be manipulated by the govern- 
ment or by the opposition. They exposed problems which they face daily in 
elementary schools, high schools, universities, and everywhere. The demon- 
stration was not only in favor of Berber culture. Slogans covered Algerian 
national culture, including Arab and Berber both despised and ignored by the 
government. Such a request is more than legitimate it is sacred. This is 
justified through Algerian language and traditions, which are Arabic-Berber. 
Thus, Arab-speaking Algerians are as concerned as their fellow countrymen 
with Berber language and traditions. 


Algerian schooling at all levels, is done in French and classical Arab, which 
are foreign languages for Arab speakers, whc speak popular Arab, as well as 











for Berberes, who speak Berber. To summarize, an Algerian child gust learn 
two foreign languages from hie firet day in school--languages that neither 
hie parente nor any of the people he hase been in contact with since hie birth 
speak or write. To be able to achieve something socially he must renounce 
all chat he has leaned for the firet 5 or 6 years of hie life. The culture 
that he will try to assimilate will be foreign and carried through equally 
foreign languages. Events now taking place in Algeria are the direct result 
of an irrational cultural policy. 


Young Algerians, the future of their country, cannot bear any longer this 
ambiguity in their minds and hearts. They feel fruetrated in their hopes of 
achieving something and becoming someone they will never be. They must be 
helped inetead of sending police squadrons against them. Contrary to what 
the press sometimes declares and writes, these young Algerians are the more 
open element of the nation, capable of being themselves and still being 
interested in what others do. These young Algerians are neither against 
French nor against classical Arab: they only wish to build Algeria's future 
on Algerian bases. To turn them into criminals would be dangerous for the 
country. It is to be hoped that the president of the republic, who is 
sensible, will know how to find an equitable solution to this “national 
scale problem,” as was stated on Tuesday, 8 April, by A.P.S. 
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TOTAL BACKING FOR BERBER STUDENTS REPORTED

[Text] The demonstration in favor of Berber culture brought about a general 
strike in Kabylie on Wednesday 16 April, and this despite Education Minister 
Berheri's visit *o Tizi-Uzu on Monday and Tuesday. According to EL MOUDJAHID, 
Berheri met in « general assembly with the students and had a frank and 
serious session with them. He promised that the question would be discussed 
according to the National Charter, the F.N.L. IV Congress resolutions and 
national institutions. 





Tizi-Uzu 


On Wednesday 16 April the Kabylie population went on strike to support 
students and teachers from Tizi-Uzu university in their demands. The popu- 
lation responded to a “mysterious committee's” call for the strike. The 
demands concerned rehabilitation of Berber culture and freedom of speech and 
information. It was impossible any stores, restaurants, cafes, gas stations 
open. Construction sites were also abandoned and Ecotex workers, working 
on the addition to the university left their cranes and bulldozers on the 
site. 


The strike spread to the region's main factories, notably to the textile 
complex of Dra-Ben-Khedda, employing 4,000 people and located 10kms from 
Tizi-Uzu. The Sonelec electronic complex employing 1,000 people was also 

shut down. In this factory the strike began prematurely because personne! 

who distributed tracts were arrested. Employees stopped work immediately 

and threatened to take over the workshops if their co-workers were not released. 
They were reieased a little later, but the incident created a bad impression 
and rallied all those who hesitated to join the strike. 


Students Are Not Isolated 


Wishing to maintain peace, authorities decided to minimize police forces. 
Only three anti-riot trucks with screened windows were discretely parked 











next to Willaya hotel, the prefecture. A few blue and white police cars 
and green landrover trucks from the gendarmerie patrolled the main streets, 
but in general the streets were left to the population, who did not abuse 
their freedom, no incidents having been reported. 


lt ie a fact that in the morning students had asked demonstrators to refrain 
from all violence and from succombing to eventual provocations. 


All day long emall groups of men, mainly young, walked in the streets, 
standing sometimes for a long while, in front of entrance halle to reat. 
The situation was also relaxed around and inside universities, where students 
were continuing the strike started on 7 April. Police barricades watching 
over the university, which had been removed on Monday because of Berheri's 
visit, were not renewed and it was possible to enter the university freely. 
The campus was visited by Sonitex and Sonelec workers’ delegations, which 
expressed their support for the students. The workers denied that their 
movement had any political or social significance “we only want to support 
cultural demands from our bothers because they are just and concern all 
workers." 


A Sonelec worker explained: "We want to show that the Tizi-Uzu students are 
not isolated as has been hinted.” But no workers have identified with 
elements of a tract which called for a strike and violently denounced "the 
lack of necessary produce, the housing crisis, organized crime, lies from 
the press and cheating in the elections.” 


The strike was not limited to Tizi-Uzu. All along the winding road to 
Arbaa-Nait Irathren (the former Fort National), stores were closed down. 

At entrances and exits to towns, notable Tamazirt and Adeni, groups of men 
wrapped up in traditioanl white burnus were talking with animation. Children 
were holding branches and greeted drivers with Berber slo »- Ona few 
buildings were banners: “Union yes, Uniformity no," and pect for our 
culture.” There was no special display of police even in Arbaa-Nait Irathen, 
where the strike was general, and where it was easy to go through a small 
police barricade located at one of the town's entrances. The solidarity 
movement seems to have spread mainly to l'ae through leArbaa and Ain-El- 
Hamman (formerly Michelet). On the other hand, other towns such as Azazga 
and Bord{ Menaiel, did not seem concerned. 


The local authorities remained calm with the population, which prevented 
incidents, but they assumed a different attitude with journalists. Several 
foreign correspondents, notably from AFP and Associated Press, were escorted 
back to the limits of the wilaya after being interrogated and seeing notes, 
tapes and photographs taken away. 


An envoy of France-Inter underwent the same treatment. The journalists 
were expelled after trying to contact leaders. 
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The Tigzi-Usu demonstration was meant to respond to “the support meeting” 
organized last Thureday by local authorities, proving that the few thousand 
people who participated in that demonstration were for the most part out-of- 
townere.

On Wednesday afternoon 
the students spoke in a very conciliatory tone: “We don't expect the 
government to solve the problem right away. It is too complicated. But 

we don't want to settle for promises either. A few steps would suffice to 
convince use of the auchorities' goodwill, in which we want to believe. For 
instance, why wouldn't we be allowed to participate in a televised debate 
where we could explain our problems?" The attitude of the authorities 
remains to be seen in front of a situation which has evolved considerable.

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HOJJATI=KERMANI:; CULTURAL REVOLUTION IMPERATIVE

[Interview with Hojjatoleslam Hojjati-Kermani | 


[Text] In an exclusive interview, Hojjatoleslam Hojjati-Kermani, who had 
come to Zahedan to deliver a speech to the Kermani community residing in 
Zahedan, talked about the Islamic revolution and the revolutionary achieve- 
ments. He said: "More than a year after the splendid Islamic revolution, 
we should confess to the reality that our revolution has only been ful- 
filled in a political dimension. In other words, we were able to overthrow 
a ‘dependent’ regime, However, considering the criterion in Islam that 
our revolution was a school of thought, our dream has not yet been ful- 
filled. Considering the values in our school of thought, military and 
political victory cannot be a final victory. They are grounds to achieve 
the final victory which I believe is the cultural revolution," 


In explaining the cultural revolution, Hojjati-Kermani said: "In the spec- 
ial atmosphere of our country and nation, cultural revolution means a con- 
tinuous, ummerciful and decisive fight against the Western system and up- 
rooting the remains of the dissimilar culture and destroying the Western 
culture. The second phase of the cultural revolution is to replace all 
former values with the values of Islam. So, we have a long way to final 
victory and that is why we see that in his prayers, the nation's Imam prays 
God for final victory in the revolution. I should give the warning that at 
this sensitive time of our revolution, a time which is crucial but not 
dangerous, if we do not pay attention to this sensitive situation, there 

is fear that our revolution will be placed in a dangerous phase. Attention 
should be paid fully and thoroughly to the policy of the revolution's posi- 
tion. The biggest factor a year and a half after the revolution is to pay 
attention to the concept of the revolution at whose top there is a triangle.

In response to the question: "In your opinion, how much of the triangle of 
honesty, truthfulness and virtue is being used for the final victory?"

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"reality that what we had expected prior to the revolution and visualized in 
our imagination, has not occurred, and, contrary to our expectations, some 
events have taken place which do not conform to honesty, virtue and truthful- 
ness, We expected that after political and military victory, we would pre- 
sent the Llelamic culture and ideology in a specific framework to thie errant 
generation.

So, allow me to say clearly that 
unfortunately attention has not been paid to the genuine concept of our 
Islamic revolution as it should have and we hope we would realize the 
historic reality that a revolution will be defeated when its cultural and 
ideological backing are taken away.

OLL WORKERS PROTEST ACTIONS OF JAPANESE FIRMS

[Text] Abadan--KEYHAN Correspondent--In an open letter to Engineer Ali 
Akbar Mo'in Far, Minister of Oil, the Central Council of Employees of Abadan 
Refinery and Services has objected to the illegal activities of three 
Japanese firms in charge of implementation of building the jetty of 
Mehshahr port. In part, the letter states: "In 1356 [1977], a budget of 
about 100 million tumans was allocated to the construction of an offloading 
dock at Mehshahr port. The project is now being implemented under the su- 
pervision of the engineering department of the Abadan refinery under one of 
the managers verified by you. The designer of this project is the British 
Atkins Company and the project is being implemented by the Japanese Tuahar 
Bururex Company [as published]. From our point of view there are some in- 
portant aspects. For instance, in addition to advice on presenting the 
project, the Atkins Co is also in charge of supervising the implementation 
of the plan. In other words, a person has two titles here; senior counselor 
and senior supervisor. You may perhaps respond that this is not related to 
the new management and that the contracts were signed at the time of the 
imperial management with their special kind of attitude. If so, why did you 
approve the continuation of the project without any change after the revolu- 
tion? What is interesting is that, according to the records on file, 
"Tuahar Bururex Co" has claimed a damage of 21 million tumans to start the 
construction work again. They claim the damages to be for the losses they 
sustained during the political strikes of the courageous employees of Iran 
throughout the country and postponements made as a result of strikes that 
overthrew the shah's regime. Considering that 85 percent of the construc- 
tion work has been completed, God knows what amount of the claim your ap- 


pointed management, which in reality is the same as the former management, 
will approve." 


The letter also states: “According to the statistics issued for Dey 1358 
[22 December-21 January 1979] about 80 Japanese were working on the project 
(some have worked with tourist visas without having obtained work licenses 
from the Ministry of Labor). Most have had simple skills in jobs such as 
welding, plumbing, molding or even driving, whereas many of our fellow citi- 
zens who have higher skiJls are faced with the unemplovment crisis. 
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"According to personal observations at the workshop area and the confession 
of the project manager, in addition to the main contractors, that is, the 
Tuahar Bururex Co," there are two other Japanese contracting firms by the 
names of "Mugaremi" and "Chubilt" that work in the workshop illegally. In 
addition to the point that the employees of the subcontractors are suspicious 
persons, they are one of the worst means of wasting the efforts of the em- 
ployees" [sic]. 


Another part of the letter points out: "In negotiations held between the 
Technical Research Committee of the Central Council of Emplovees with the 
project manager regarding reducing the number of Japanese employees working 
at the project, he announced explicitly that we can replace the Japanese, 
every one of them, by Iranian experts and that we will not have any 
deficiencies from the technical standpoint.” He added: “However, as Iranian 
employees do not work well, from the viewpoint of management and efficiency, 
we cannot replace the Japanese by Iranian employees," 


"Yes, Mr Mo'infar, this is the way the managers you have appointed make 
judgment on the blue- and white-collar employees who with their splendid 
political strikes broke the back of the shah's regime, that man so devoted 
to imperialism. You should be able to respond to these realities. And if 
you are, how did you appoint the managing director of lran-Nippon Petro- 
chemical Project whose interests in the shah's regime were reported to you 
through the Council of Employees of Razi Petrochemical?" 


The letter finally points out: "We hereby announce clearly that we will 
fight against any concessions(?) to imperialism (either American or 
Japanese imperialism, or ...). We will agree to using foreign experts 
in industries only if their work specificelly meets the true needs of the 
people. And if there are Iranians who can do the same job, then we will 
stand against it with all our power."

KHUZESTAN MARKED FOR AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT 
Big Loan for Farmers 
Tehran SOBH-E AZADEGAN in Persian 16 Apr 80 p 11 


[Text] Ahvaz--Abol Hasan Bani-Sadr, our president, attended a meeting last 
night with the general managers of Khuzestan Province. By referring to the 
major problems of his province including unemployment, high prices, housing, 
water and electricity and flooding, the president issued some orders. 


Sayyed Mohammad Gharazi, the provincial governor of Khuzestan, presidential 
advisors and some of the deputy prime ministers attended the meeting and a 
report on the reassessment of damages sustained in flooding was submitted 
to the president. 


In this meeting the deputy minister of agriculture announced that after the 
flooding the prime issue was to distribute barley and give loans to the 
farmers, which has been done. One hundred million tumans was allocated for 
loans, 70 million tumans of which was paid last Esfand [February 20-March 20]. 
There are some problems about giving the remaining amount. For instance, the 
city of Izeh wants a loan under any circumstances, whereas we can only give 
production loans, 


Regarding veterinary affairs, the deputy minister of agriculture said: "We 
have dispatched 10 groups with medicine to the flooded villages. The Minis- 
try of Agriculture also undertook to allocate 300 tractors to the region. 

So far, 170 tractors have been shipped and sold in the area, We wil’ al- 
locate another 300 tractors which will make the figure more than what was 
undertaken in the project." He added: "We undertook to supply 10 combines 
to harvest wheat. So far, 12 combines have been shipped, 11 of which have 
been sold. Five more combines will also be shipped to this area, total 
figures making this the largest share in the whole country." 


Furthermore, arrangements have been made to send combines from other 
provinces to meet the demand in harvesting production. So, we will not have 
any problem in this respect this year. The same report indicates that re- 
garding drifting sand, the application of two plans of plantation and oil 











mulches was brought up by responsible officials and the president ordered 
to use about 2 million tumans from the revolving fund of the Ministry of 
Agriculture to start the project and avoid any delays. 


Regarding the project for a drainage system for 5,000 hectares of shavur 
region which has been delayed as a result of correspondence with Tehran, 
Bani-Sadr ordered the project to be carried out locally. One of the other 
issues brought up in the meeting was establishing dikes. The general man- 
ager of agriculture had announced on the president's previous trip to that 
province that he would take action to erect the dikes at a cost of 300 
millioa rials. 


Following questions posed on the studies made and by taking the existing 
credit (for this project) into consideration, Bani-Sadr ordered putting the 
results of the studies at the disposal of Khuzestan's Water and Power 
Organization in order to accomplish this project under the supervision of 
that organization. In this meeting the president ordered that compensation 
for the damage sustained from flooding be based on the work that was ac- 
complished and also to help those who have sustained damage. 


With the announcement that there are more than 5 million heads of cattle in 
Khuzestan, the number of casualties suffered in flood, and the number which 
caught diseases as a result of flooding, and considering the shortage of 
veterinaries, the president discussed ways of compensation for the damage 
to cattle and ordered that the Iranian ambassadors to India and Pakistan be 
contacted. Considering that there have been no veterinarian volunteers 
despite our former announcement, we will get veterinaries from those 
countries, Furthermore, we will train unemployed high school graduates to 
help vaccinate the cattle in the villages. 


It was agreed to submit a bill to the revolutionary council based on which 
40 persons will be hired for veterinary affairs. 


In tonight's meeting, which was held from 2130 to 2330 at the Alsaqfavi 
center, in response to the questions posed on the problems of education, in- 
cluding the damage that 3-0 schools sustained during the flooding and the 
necessity for renovation of these schools by the coming Mehr 13 September-- 
23 October, the president ordered provision of the necessary credits as soon 
as possible to accomplish the project. 


The final issue discussed in tonight's meeting was road construction in 
Khuzestan. The president emphasized the construction of rural roads, 
especially making an effort to asphalt the roads. Bani-Sadr added: "Try 
to pursue a direction which will give us a correct road-maintenance sys- 
tem." In addition to road maintenance, the Department of Roads is also to 
be engaged in road construction. The general manager of Khuzestan roads 
announced: "Nine hundred kilometers of rural roads are supposed to be con- 
structed in one year which is according to what was done in the past." By 
referring to task projects such as repairing the bridges and roads damaged 
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in flooding he said: "We should spend 300 million tumane for rural roads out 
of the administrative budget and we have takes some groups into consideration 
who have started the work in several places, The aim ia to use the unem- 
ployed and reduce the use of machinery, Although thie requires more money 
and time, we will do eo, We are aleo faced with shortages of road conetruc- 
tion engineers," 


In diecuseing secondary and rural roads it wae agreed to place priority on 
the border area of Dasht-e Azadegan and to take action in asphalting the 
road on the border, This project was turned over to the army with the 
credits provided by the Ministry of Roads. Considering the necessity of 
discussing the problems of all responsible authorities, it was agreed that 
another meeting would be held the coming Wednesday aight. In tonight's 
meeting, Bani-Sadr announced that some money will be put at the disposal of 
the provincial government as a revolving fund. Regarding the construction 
of Maroun Dam in Khuzestan, Bani-Sadr ordered the deputy minister of finance 
and economy to pursue and discover the problems delaying the project and 
solve then.

announced that according to etatietics only 20 billion of the 30 billion 
cubic meters of exiating water in the region annually ie usable for agri- 
culture and that 1.6 million hectares of land in Khusestan ie suitable for 
cultivation, In the meeting regarding the exieting canals in the province, 
the president emphasized the need to determine what ie necessary and to find

In order to dredge three irrigation canale at Dasht~e Azadegan and the de- 
eerted streams it was suggested that the agricultural land revival staff be 
established at Dasht-e Azadegan and include a technical committee.

Re- 
garding cultivation and industrial activities of Karun which at present 
covers 13,000 hectares under cultivation and will be increased to 25,000 
hectares for cultivation of sugar beet, Bani Sadr emphasized using experts 
and added: "Discussions about satan and satanies should be put aside and

KUWAITI PRESS FILLS GAP LEFT BY LEBANESE PRESS 
Riyadh AL~YAMAMAH in Arabic 7 Mar 80 pp 82-84 


[Interviews With editors of Kuwaiti newspapers AL-RA'I AL~'AM, AL~SIYASAH, 
AL-ANBA' and AL-QABAS by Sulayman al-Jazza'; dates not Given) 


[Text] [At the offices of AL-RA'I AL~'AM], we asked ite chief, Shaykh ‘Abd 
al-'Aziz al-Musa'id: “What are the positive and negative qualities of the 
Kuwaiti press at this time? 


Shaykh 'Abd-al-'Aziz replied: "The press must be given complete freedom, 
abd it must exercise supervision over government officials. It must be able 
to say that such and such a minister has made a mistake, if it is to play its 
role in directing and guiding and is to avoid phony bombast and applause. 


"The press does not harm anyone. If it falls into error, there are always 
the courts and the attorney general's office to try the offending journalist. 
We always alert the government to any error that may have occurred. Our 
press has accomplished 60 percent of its own progress. The remaining 40 
percent represent technological progress that increases day after day. Every 
time we try to achieve a certain level of technological progress in our press, 
new innovations spring ahead of us. 


"I do not mertion anything about negative aspects of the Kuwaiti press as we 
are completely satisfied with it." 


We then went to the newspaper, AL~ANBA', to let its assistant editor, 
‘Ahdi al-Marzuq, talk about the positive qualities of the Kuwaiti press. 


‘Ahdi al-Marzuq replied: “the Kuwaiti press has come to play a major role 
in the area. It has almost filled the place occupied by the Lebanese press 
prior to the civil war in Lebanon through the hiring of fine personnel and 
adequate expenditures. The press here enjoys total freedom through which 
it has been able to give the Kuwaiti reader the largest possible volume of 
news and analyses. 


"As to the negative aspects, there is a lack of mutual understanding among 
the various papers. Every newspaper tries to scoop the others. And when 
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a newspaper like AL-ANBA' has a scoop, another paper tries to distort the 
report. This ie not right within a single press family. The negative 
aspects of our press result from the competition which must inevitably arise 
among people who run newspapers. In this respect, we are trying to unite the 
press into a Kuwaiti press association. So far, however, the newspapers of 
Kuwait have been unable to agree on a single thing, even price, despite 
rising costs. This is one of the negative features of the press in Kuwait." 


At the newspaper AL-SIYASAH we sought from its editor, Ahmad al-Jarallah, 
to cast more light on the positive qualities of the press in Kuwait. 


AL-Jarallah replied: "Compared with Arab newspapers as a whole, the Kuwaiti 
press enjoys relative freedom. Inevitably, however, it is not quite complete. 
Totay, we can observe that Kuwait is a news center for international agencies, 
even for political analyses of the aroa as a whole. From the technological 
standpoint, we can observe that it is advanced. However, this progress is 
not unique, because it is shared by all countries of the area. But we can 
say that a period of many years has given us a larger measure of expertise 
than other countries of the area, particularly with the development of print- 
ing innovations and other journalistic arts. We hope the press will achieve 
the role of debating the [functions of leaders], and not restrict itself to 
the news. In fact, it must play a directing and guiding role and [evaluate 
qualifications] in the government. 


"One of the negative aspects of our press at present is that it is a press 
of straight news." 


At newspaper AL-QABAS, chief editor Jasim al-Nasf discussed the positive 
qualities of the Kuwaiti press as follows: "The Kuwaiti press is certainly 

a young press and AL-QABAS is young as well. We are not more than 19 years 
old. If one thing can be said about the Kuwaiti press, it is that it is 
moving fast. Everything moving fast has to make mistakes, this being a law 
of nature. We make mistakes, but in good faith, and we put the best interests 
of our country, our Arab world and our Islamic faith above everything else." 


We had asked Shaykh al-Musa'id of AL~RA'I AL-'AM: "What about accusations 
that the Kuwaiti press is being financed from abroad?" 


Shaykh al-Musa'id responded with zeal and vigor in behalf of the Kuwait 
press. He said: "I would put this establishment on the selling bloc if I 
were to need a single penny.” Thus, he denied any foreign financing. He 
conc luded his comment on this issue by citing his open declaration to leaders 
he had met, including Syrian President Hafiz al-Assad and Libyan President 
Mu'ammar al-Qadhdhafi, that he had no use for a single penny that might in- 
fluence his paper. 


‘Ahdi al-Marzuq of AL-ANBA' denied the story of financing from abroad, saying: 
"There is no material evidence of [foreign] financing of some of our papers. 
The opposite is true of certain magazines which are obviously financed [from 
abroad], particularly those that are published in the West. They may be in 
the service of a given nation or a given party. With regard to the Kuwaiti 
press, I do not have to assert that there is nothing of this sort here. Just 
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take a look at what was written about Kuwait's relations with Libya after 
Libya tried to halt the visit to Kuwait by French President D'Estaing. We 
did not remain silent, but attacked the Colonel Qadhdhafi's policy in this 
regard. This constitutes a rebuttal to those who accuse Libya and Iraq of 
financing our papers. We did not laud the accomplishments of Iraq as propa- 
ganda for the party or [the government of Iraq]." 


Ahmad al-Jarallah of AL-SIYASAH says about this accusation of the Kuwaiti 
press: "I would be unforgiving to any editor who had any relationship with 
any given party. He would not represent the newspaper as a whole, because 
he would be fired at once, if he were discovered. There are subscriptions 
which any country can legitimately provide for. It would be wrong if such 
subscriptions were to be used to apply pressure on the newspaper. Any 
pressure on the policy of the newspaper would be uncovered. A subscription 
or an advertisement of products by a nation cannot be called financing. 
Financing is when a newspaper is bought, and there is no Kuwaiti newspaper 
that would sell itself, because the price would be high. Any newspaper 
costs an estimated 1.5 million dinars, that is 20 million Saudi riyals. 
Anyone wishing to pay this amount, would be better off if he creates a 
newspaper carrying his own name, than if he buys AL-SIYASAH or AL-QABAS." 


Jasim al-Nasf of AL-QABAS said: “Financing is a harsh word, and I consider 
it a stab in the back of the Kuwaiti press. I believe that this is an er- 
roneous accusation, and that these rumors are the price of success. After 
our resounding success, we began to get hit with these arrows. If there is 
any financing, it is the financing by thereader and his confidence in our 
press. I speak for AL-QABAS, and I say that there is nothing to this. We 
have a wealth of people and money and do not need any outside support.” 


We had also asked: "How would you comment on the ‘Kuwaitization' [replacing 
non-Kuwaiti journalists by Kuwaitis] of the Kuwaiti press?" 


Shaykh al-Musa'id of AL~RA'I AL~'AM said: I support the Kuwaitization of 

the press in Kuwait and regard this stage as essential. However, we are 
surprised at the personality of the Kuwaiti journalist who is not interested 
in this work. He only comes in the evening, drops off a news item accompanied 
by his picture, and leaves." 


AL-~ANBA' also supports the Kuwaitization of the press, “because the press in 
Kuwait suffers from some weakness in its journalistic staffing for a number 
of reasons. These include the fact that the non-Kuwaiti journalists held 
positions in the Kuwaiti press at first as a second job. Their regular 

jobs were in some ministry or government department, but they subsequently 
switched to full-time journalism. Of course, they cannot be called pro- 
fessional journalists. 


"[However], the Kuwaiti journalist wants to be a Hasanayn Haykal from the very 
first day, and does not want to go through the stages which any beginning 








journalist must go through. I would mention for example that AL-ANBA' has 
only 12 Kuwaitis receiving salaries, because the average Kuwaiti is well 
off and does not need the work. Another reason that has kept Kuwaitis out 
of the business is their being accused of being financed and this has made 
them shy away from reporting work." 


Al-Jarallah of AL-SIYASAH said: "It will take a long time for the Kuwaitiza- 
tion of the press, because there are five papers needing large numbers of our 
Kuwaiti brothers. 


"The Kuwaiti press is not a government press, and depends on self-management. 
There is still « lack of confidence [in the press) on the part of the average 
Kuwaiti. He thinks that it will still someday come under the hand of the 
state, or that the state will make some changes in it. However, with time, 
we can plant the seeds of confidence. Today, we recognize that the press 

has authority and influence, and we can say that it provides social status 
and various amenities for those who work in it." 


AL-QABAS said: "One negative feature of the Kuwaiti press is its dependence 
on non-Kuwaiti hands. I believe that it will take a long time for the press 
to be 100 percent Kuwaiti, because newspaper work takes long hard work and 
also requires broad education. Since government departments seek out Kuwaiti 
graduates, and give them good salaries with short working hours, young people 
seek government jobs and practice newspaper work as an avocation. We find 
them writing from time to time, but not committing themselves to journalistic 
work, because the state has provided them with social and material security. 
We cannot Kuwaitize the press by fiat, because it is different from military 
service. Newspaper work is an art and a gift, and if a Kuwaiti graduate does 
not find in himself the inclination or the qualities to take up this work, 

I do not believe that the press would be successful in winning his dedication. 


We also asked this question: “What about the rights of a journalist in 
Kuwait?" 


Al-Musa'id of AL-RA'I AL-'AM said: "I am prepared to give a Kuwaiti journalist 
the pay of an undersecretary of a ministry. We welcome any citizen who wants 
to work in the newspaper field. The Kuwaiti cadres are far fewer than their 
Saudi counterpart. The government is not a perty in a press case, because 
the court is the other party, When we engage in criticism, and this criti- 
cism is erroneous, the court intervenes. We deposit a bond with the Bonding 
Organization each month. The rights of [a journalist] are respected. We 
also have a conscience which dictates that we do not fire any journalist, and 
it is not easy to do so. I like the Kuwaiti system, and I defend it, because 
it has given me complete freedom in that regard. I hope to get journalists 
through the college of journalism. 


"One last word. I pray to God that our press and the Saudi press will join 
together in a sort of joint action, establish common bonds, and exchange 
visits [in quest of greater freedom]. 
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‘Ahdi al-Marzuq of AL-ANBA' said: “we give a reporter complete freedom. 
This freedom does not include linking himself with a given regime, and re- 
porting whatever specific news it wishes. We reject such freedom. We also 
pay attractive salaries with annual 10 percent raises. The pay of a begin- 
ning reporter amounts to about 250 dinare, that is about 3,500 riyals. The 
reporter must have a mind of his own, as it is not our right to steer him. 
We also refuse to have the state give us any assistance, as this would be 
linked with intervention and control over us. The main advantage of Kuwaiti 
journalism is that it is financed by the private sector. 


Al-Jarallah of AL-SIYASAH said: "the status of a competent reporter is good, 
and he has greater opportunities than others. With the current cost of 
living, a reporter must enjoy a fine financial standing so that he can be 
productive. Newspapers hold onto good reporters. It is a stupid person who 
fires a reporter or correspondent. 


Al-Nasf of AL-QABAS says: "We would encourage any young Kuwaiti man or woman 
to join us. We are prepared to train them in any type of journalistic work-- 
editing, production, photography o1 archives. The newspaper houses are not 
stingy with material goods. They provide salaries and social security to 
anyone who knocks at the door, on condition that the knocker is prepared to 
shoulder the responsibilities of journalism. I do not think that those who 
knock on the door of a newspaper in search of quick fame last long in the 
profession. With regard to our Arab brothers, they deserve a lot of credit 
from Kuwaiti journalism, as they play a role that cannot be ‘gnored. We give 
generously to our working brothers, because we owe it to them. All of 
AL-QABAS' success has come from the work of this entirely Acab and Muslim 
multi-national group. This is what we take pride in."

SUPPORT FOR IRAQI NATIONAL CHARTER 
Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 6 Mar 80 p 1 


[Editorial by Jasim Ahmad al-Nasf: "The Iraqi Charter [8 an Urgent Arab 
Requirement") 


[Text] A common proverb says: "If you cannot get into your enemy's house 
through the door, try the window." This is what in fact is being resorted 
to now by Israel and the Zionist and international forces which support it 
and which are hostile to Arab cohesion as a political and economic force 
having an international status and role. 


These trouble-making forces, led by the United States, have pursued every 
possible avenue to fragment and dismember the Arab world and to surround 

it with every possible climate of tension and instability. However, they 
have been unable to do everything they wanted though they have achieved 
some of their ends in a partial, temporary and transitory fashion. The 
Arab world breaks up only to recombine and disagrees only to again agree. 
Therefore, these forces have turned to the old and new colonialist approach 
of “divide and conquer" by concentrating on the old and new theme to stir 
up border problems between neighboring countries in the area. 


When America and the international forces allied with it were unable to get 
into the Arab world through its front doors, they turned to its side windows 
with subtle wickedness and cunning in an attempt to stir up smouldering fires. 
They found nothing better than the border problems to spread dissension among 
the Arab countries that are “sisters” with one another. 


The strange thing is that the creation of border problems was originally 
part of the planning of the colonial powers. These powers took care to 
plant the time bombs before they departed from the area under pressure of 
the tide of national liberation. 


The urgent task of the Arab countries now is to hurry to eliminate this 
source of disputes and strife at a time when the most pressing need is for 
cohesion and unity. Their job is to defuse this landmine, placing the 
higher pan-Arab interests above regional interests based on narrow or in- 
comprehensible concepts. The Iraqi national charter which President Saddam 
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Husayn has announced may be the best comprehensive remedy for these transi- 
tory crises. On the one hand, it ensures that they will be shelved, and, 
on the other, that they will not resurface in the future. 


In his complete charter, the Iraqi president has laid down a basic principle 
for steering the Arab nation away from the dangers of slipping into labyrinths 
which sap its energy, fragment its unity and fritter away its potential. 

The second article of the charter, calls directly and explicitly for "ban- 
ning the use of armed forces by any Arab country against any other Arab 
country, and resolving any disputes that might arise among the Arab countries 
by peaceful means, in keeping with the principles of joint pan-Arab action 
and higher Arab interests." 


President Saddam Husayn submitted his national charter as a comprehensive 
Arab program to guarantee the Arab nation's unity and reaffirm its solidarity 
in confronting any cheap outside attempts to stir up chauvinism and spread 
dissension among the sons of the one Arab homeland. The charter still has to 
be transformed into a comprehensive Arab commitment by means of an immediate 
Arab summit. The summit would put it into immediate practical implementation, 
and would dedicate its principles as an integrated program that lays out the 
landmarks of Arab progress and defines a sound and framework for inter-Arab 
relations.

PLANNING MINISTRY ANNOUNCES CONSTRUCTION BUDGET 


Kuwait AL-QABAS in Arabic 1 Mar 80 p 4 


[Article: "Construction Projects Included in 1979-1980 Budget To Cost 2.921 
Billion Dinars; 305.6 Million Already Expended on These Projects") 


[Text] The assistant undersecretary of the Ministry of Planning for programs 
and oversight Badr Jasim al-Bahr, announced that the total cost of the 
State's construction projects for which appropriations have been made in 

the fiscal 1979-1980 budget amounts to 2.921 billion Kuwaiti dinars. 


He added that the total already authorized for disbursement on implementation 
of these projects during the 1979-80 fiscal year [as published; see similar 
data regarding 1978-79 fiscal year below] totaled about 395 million Kuwaiti 
dinars, of which 87.5 [as published. Should be 77.4] percent or 305.6 
million, has been disbursed. 


Al-Bahr stated that the Ministry of Planning has begun to receive new projects, 
as well as projects authorized in years up to the 1980-1981 fiscal year, from 
various ministries and public agencies for study with appropriate government 
authorities in preparation for their inclusion in the budget for the 1980- 
1981 fiscal year. He stated that the department for programs and oversight 

in the Ministry of Planning is the body which will prepare the draft budget 
for construction projects on an annual basis. 


The assistant undersecretary appealed for coordination between the ministries 
which initiate or implement projects and the Ministry of Planning's depart- 
ment for programs and oversight, in addition to coordination between munici- 
palities and the Ministry of Planning on the one hand and other ministries 
concerned on the other. 


He said this coordination is necessitated by the fact that the projects 
budget, which constitutes the third section of the state's general budget, 
includes many vital projects that are essential for economic and social 
development in the state of Kuwait. 








He made brief mention of some of these projects, including: projects for 
generation and diatribution of power and sources of water, speedways and 
public roads, various sewer systema and development of agricultural and animal 
resources. They aleo include various social development projects related to 
information, education, culture, health, security, justice, waqf and re- 
ligious matters, vocational education, cable and wireless communication, 

air and maritime projects, municipal services, reforestation, etc. 


Al-Bahr stated htat hie department oversees implementation of projects 
affecting all sectors from the financial and quality control standpoints. 

He pointed out that his department has finished preparation of its annual 
report for the fiscal year 1978-79. He said that there was a 78.5 disburse- 
ment ratio, since expenditures amounted to 305.6 million dinars out of 
appropriations totaling 290 [as published. Should be 390] million. In 
addition the semi-annual report is now being prepared on oversight of imple- 
mentation of projects for which appropriations were made in the 1979-1980 
fiscal year budget. 


Al-Bahr pointed out that the department for programs and oversight repre- 
sents the Ministry of Planning in a number of joint committees, including 
the property expropriation committee, the central bids committee, the public 
utilities and services committee, the committee to study facilities for the 
new university of Kuwait and the committee for completion of services to 
populated areas. 


The assistant undersecretary added that his department has the responsibility 
for registering consulting offices, both local and international. He said 
that this department had begun to use the new system set up by World Bank 
experts for registering consulting offices, and that new forms had been 

made up and would be evaluated and studied by a special technical committee 
which was in the process of being formed. 


He explained that the department for programs and control would be the one 
to select the appropriate local and international consulting firms to engage 
in the functions of studying, designing and overseeing huge projects, such 
as the airport runway project and the central slaughterhouse project. 


He said that this department was now in the process of picking an interna- 
tional consultant to design the zoo, military hospital, al-Safat square and 
the conference complex projects which are to be built in Kuwait.

EDUCATION MINISTRY PROMOTIONS--The committee for employee affairs in the 
Ministry of Education has approved the promotion of 1,534 employees. Of 
these 898 are Kuwaitis, and 636 are non-Kuwaitis. In its meeting yesterday, 
chaired by the undersecretary of the ministry of education, Ya'qub al-Ghunaym, 
the committee applied the criteria for promotion by selection. Thus, the 
employee must have an excellent rating on his last two appraisals and must 
have spent at least 2 years in grade. The committee also took into account 
the nature of the employee's work. The promotions are to be ratified »y the 
minister of education at a later date. It should be noted that the number 

of vacant grades was greater than the number of employees who were candidates 
for promotion. Thus, the committee will later consider [further] promotions, 
since promotion by seniority is only done on 1 January and 1 July of every 
year. The promotions announced during the current 2 months are considered 
promotions by selection. Following is a breakdown of the promotions by 
grade. Kuwaites: 88 promoted from Grade 3 to Grade 2; 351 from Grade 4 to 
3; 312 from 5 to 4; 65 from 6 to 5; 72 from 7 to 6; and 58 from 8 to 7. WNon- 
Kuwaitis: 11 employees from Grade 3 to 2; 74 from 4 to 3; 161 from 5 to 4; 
306 from 6 to 5; 51 from 7 to 6; and 23 from 8 to 7. The appropriate educa- 
tion authorities will begin preparing lists of Kuwaiti and non-Kuwaiti 
employees who will be given incentive pay increases in preparation for sub- 
mission of the lists to the employee affiars committee at a later date.

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FORMER PRIME MINISTER COMMENTS ON POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 
London AL~DUSTUR in Arabic 31 Mar-6 Apr 80 pp 186-19 


[Interview with former Prime Minister Taqi-al-Din al-Sulh, by Najib Salih 
in Beirut; date not given) 


[Text] This interview vith former Lebanese prime minister, Taqi-al-Din 
al-Sulh, covered the national entente in Lebanon, the Israeli plan to re- 
settle the Palestinians, and the program he would follow were he again to 
be charged with the job of prime minister as a successor to Dr Salim al- 
Huse. 


[Question] The temperature of talk about the national entente has risen; 
what entente is it, and on what bases? 


{[Anewer] Although the war was not between Lebanese and Lebanese [as pub- 
lished], its circumstances, roots and practices in reality brought a denomi- 
national split to the country. The reason for the dispute are varied and 
interwoven. Some were domestic; some external; and some were Arab. In 
domestic affairs, there were what Muslims termed advantages for one denomi- 
nation over another, while the Christians, or to be more accurate, the 
Maronites, termed them guarantees, not advantages. 


The Palestinian presence constitutes a major intense and intractable point 
of dispute. The entente gust overcome these issues to find solutions on 
the basis of which the Muslims and Christians can get together. 


With regard to Lebanese affairs, there are many ideas and solutions pro- 
posed by various segments, factions and leadership elements of the popula- 
tion. But the constitutional document of 1943 comes the closest to being 
a basis for discussion and a road toward entente. 


As for Lebanese-Palestinian relations, which was what set off the 2-year 
war, there must be a reversion to the set of agreements concluded between 
the Lebanese authorities and the resistance to implement them honestly 
and faithfully. We must also return to the decisions of ‘he Riyadh and 
Cairo summite. Above all else, the basic premise is to create gutual 





trust between the Lebanese and the Palestinians. Perhaps the trust we 
were able to build when we had the responsibility of office is what made 
relations between the authorities and the resistance as good as possible. 
This created tranquility, security and stability in Lebanon for about 

2 years shortly before the war. 


[Question] You are regarded as one of the most prominent candidates to 
form a political government if a national entente is achieved. What would 
be your program? 


[Anewer] Whether it is I or someone elee who will carry the responsibility 
of power, he will have priorities that he must begin with. Time will not 
permit me to go into the detaile that will constitute a program of radical 
and comprehensive reform for Lebanon, both as a state and as a society. 
The basic objective will be to build a new Lebanon that will have in its 
makeup a hardiness that the experience of the past showed that it lacked. 
The absence of this hardiness was the channel through which the difficul- 
ties and problems entered until they exploded in a vicious, ugly and 
barbaric war--a war unique among ware in the evils and savagery that 
emerged and that were inconceivable before. The first thing that any of- 
ficial will face for more than a year after the end of the war is to unify 
the fragmented parte of Lebanon, restore and strengthen its unity, and 
bolster the institutions of the state so that they can play their role. 

In the forefront of this will be re-building the national army. This will 
not be an army until all Lebanese feel reassured about it, not just about 
ite material strength and ite military capability. They must be reassured 
about the soundness of its psychological composition and its patriotic 
spirit which will constitute an immunity in the face of all chauvinistic 
and doctrinal feelings and (nihilistic) currents. 


The unity and sovereignty of Lebanon [must prevail through] the unity of 
Lebanon as a land and a people, its historical and geographic affiliation 
with the Arab region, and its commitment to the obligations of this af- 
filiation. The re-building of a state that will again be stronger than 
the mini-states that have been established on Lebanese territory since 
the war will follow. It alone will become the authority over all Lebanese 
territory. Its sovereignty will spread over all Lebanese and all persons 
living on Lebanese territory. Next comes the role of building a sound, 
strong, hardy society with responsible freedom--a society aware democracy 
and true social justice. It will be a progressive society which will 
enable Lebanon to play its civilized, Arab and international role in as 
honorable a manner as could be desired by any sincere citizen. 


Fragmentation and Irresponsibility 


[Question] The Islamic side is fragmented. You could unify ranks because 
there are no political hostilities toward you in either Islamic or Chris- 
tian circles. Why do you not take this step? 





[Anewer) Applying the label fragmented to the lelamic side is a somewhat 
exaggerated judgement. But it is conceivable that it is. Yes. We see 
the other side as a unified facade of political and military leadership, 
but in fact our brothers on the other eide are just like us, perhaps 
weaker than us. In other words, their front is not free of disputes, 
contradictions and disparate points of view which emerge at times, as 
you know. The Islamic side has a multitude of factions, and their multi- 
plicity appears as a disagreement among Muslims. In fact, when you re~ 
view the demands of all these bodies, you find that at the bottom line 
they are unified. The plurality of bodies is almost entirely confined 
to methods and side issues. 





[Question] Why don't we call what some describe as the fragmentation of 
the Islamic side a sort of democracy and freedom of opinion and expres- 
sion? 


{[Anewer] There has been an appeal to unify the Islamic side more than 
once. While it has been impossible to unite everybody in one body, and 
under one system and name, it may be possible for there to be agreement 
on a single program and on uniform demands and objectives. There would 
then be only one result. This is the important thing. The Islamic group- 
ing is undoubtedly the magnetic pole on the Islamic side, uniting those 
it brings together, and constituting the needed expressive single front. 
One of the most important things accomplished by sincere and patriotic 
persons was for this grouping, which would not have existed but for the 
gravity of the circumstances, to undertake specific Lebanese and Arab 
responsibilities. 


I call upon those who, taking a superficial look at things, see fragmenta- 
tion on the Islamic side to rectify this view and take a deep look at 
things. The mere meeting of personages in the Islamic grouping is proof 
of the required cohesiveness. The principles of the formation of the 
grouping, stipulate that this grouping would pursue the road of unifying 
the Lebanese, beginning with the Islamic side. It would then move on to 
unify all the Lebanese of various denominations in a complete, comprehen- 
sive national congress or formation. 


No To Resettlement 


[Question] What is your position on the resettlement of Palestinians in 
the countries where they are living, particularly Lebanon, noting that 
everyone has said what he has to say? 


[Answer] I announced my position after the speech of President Elias 
Sarkis on this issue before the members of the diplomatic corps. The idea 
of resettlement is fundamentally a Zionist idea. When Zionism shaped its 
dream of seizing the territory of Palestine, it based its dream on the 
idea of two operations. On the one hand, it would empty Palestine of its 
Arab population, using every possible means to displace them, and prompt 
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them to resettle in the Arab countries since these were vast, rich and 
could abeaorb them. Recently, Begin said in the course of rejecting the 
establishment of a Palestinian state on the West Bank and Gaza: There 
are more than 21 Arab states where they can resettle to live. This leads 
the way to implementation of the second operation, namely, bringing in 
Jews from all parte of the world to resettle them in the place of the 
Palestinians who had vacated their homeland. 


Therefore, ever since the beginning of the Palestinian issue in 1949, one 
of the fundamental principles in combatting the Zionist ambitions has been 
to reject resettlement outside Palestine. In reality, resettlement would 
mean nothing more than submission and surrender to the implementation of 
the Zionist plan to bring in the largest possible number of Jews through- 
out the world to resettle in Palestine. 


The iseve of resettlement in Lebanon is different from the rest of the 

Arab countries, because the Lebanese structure is based on a vulnerable 
delicate balance. The issue in Lebanon takes on a further dimension of 
danger, something which our Palestinian brothers in particular, and the 
Arabs in general, understand and take into consideration, as they have 

said on more than one occasion. 


The Lebanese have unanimously rejected resettlement, falling in line on 
this issue with the fundamental Pan-Arab idea of the Arab-Palestinian 
struggle. However, no one must take this rejection beyond its strictly 
Pan-Arab and Lebanese nationalist implications in such a way as to create 
a useless tense climate with our Palestinian brothers. What is needed is 
the creation of a climate of mutual trust and a spirit of amity and soli- 
darity to ease the road toward solution of problems, and open things to 
sincere cooperation and understanding which would be for the benefit of 
all. Permit me to go back to the issue of voluntary and forced emigration 
and to Begin's totally insolent call for resettling the Palestinians in 
the 21 Arab countries. The best reply to such a statement is the condi- 
tion set by former Egyptian foreign minister, Isma'il Fahmi, for peace in 
the Middle ‘est. It is the barring of emigration of Jews to Palestine 
for 50 years. 


The Lebanese South 


[Question] How will the issue of southern Lebanon be solved, and to what 
extent is it connected with a solution of the Middle East issue? 


{[Anewer] There are many things that prompt us to say that the issue of 
southern Lebanon must be separated from the Middle East issue. Israel has 
always wanted to link the two questions to put the territory and borders 
of Lebanon in the same status as the territory of Egypt, Syria and Jordan 
which it occupied in 1967. However, it may be a long drawn out affair if 
the southern Lebanon issue were linked with a [general] solution in the 
Middle East. We do not want south Lebanon to go on as it is, and we are 
working to return it to the fold of complete Lebanese authority so that 
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Lebanon can regain complete unity. As long as the south is in pain, all 
of Lebanon will be i111 and in pain. There has been some thought that 
there will be no entente among the Lebanese until after solution of the 
issue of the south, but I do not share this view, because I am concerned 
for the south. A Lebanon under the umbrella of entente will be more able 
to eave the south than a Lebanon under the shadow of strife.

ISRAELI SHELLING DIRECTED AT NATIONAL ENTENTE 
London AL~DUSTUR in Arabic 31 Mar-6 Apr 80 pp 14-15

[Text] No sooner had the Fijian deputy prime minister arrived at Tyre 
barracks to inspect his country's battalion, which is operating in the 
UNEF in the south of Lebanon, than shells fell on him from Israel and the 
border strip [of Colonel Haddad). Three shells fell on the barracks and 
seven near them. 


The Fijian official threw himself to the ground. He was startled at this 
unexpected welcome, and began to ask the battalion officers, the commanders 
of other UNEF forces and some accompanying journalists as to the source 
and meaning of the shells. 


The local officials began to explain the problem from the ground up, the 
tragedy which the Lebanese south has experienced for some years, and the 
constant shelling that has destroyed dozens of villages, made thousands 
homeless and killed hundreds of people. 


In the meantime, the city of Tyre was mourning four martyrs who had fallen 
the day before the Fijian official had arrived in the midst of a huge pro- 
test demonstration against the state and the militias, commemorating the 
launching of the Palestinian resistance from Lebanon in 1968. 


The four martyrs fell at the Lebanese [Eagle] Scout Center during the 
inauguration of a photographic exposition for Tyre on childrens’ day on 
20 March. 


The center was shelled with heavy artillery directly from Israel and the 
border strip and caused dozens of casualties, including the four martyrs. 
The shelling caused a popular reaction among the people although it was 
not the first time that Israel had shelled residential areas, schools, 
hospitals, camps and civilian gatherings. 











Dampening of Hope 


However, this time the shelling came at a time of popular and political 
satisfaction which, to a certain extent, reflected the climate created 
by the message of President Elias Sarkis and the government's initiative 
in proposing a formula for a national entente. 


Thus, the purpose of the shelling was to frustrate the hope of achieving 
the entente which has become like a dream for the overwhelming majority 
of Lebanese. 


This [joint] Israeli-isolationist [Lebanese] escalation in the south 
played a political role in inciting the people against the enemy and this 
helped to further clarify the picture for many local, Arab and interna- 
tional forces. In addition to this psychological-political factor, a 
number of factors to the disadvantage of the Israeli-(Lebanese) isola- 
tionists had arisen to make the military climate tense in the south, 


The most important factor was the enemy's expansion of the area covered 
by his shelling, this time covering dozens of Christian villages located 
in the Sidon area. It is an attempt to stir up some Christian factions 
against the Palestinian resistance and the nationalist movement and to 
encourage them to leave their land for the strip area or for the “isola- 
tionist veto" area in the eastern sector of Beirut. 


The isolationist information media tried to insinuate to these villages 
that the source of this shelling was not the border strip or the Israeli 
enemy, but was the artillery of the Palestinian resistance. However, 
resistance sources denied these reports and proposed forming a joint com- 
mission with the Lebanese army to assess the damage and identify the 
shells and their azimuth. A joint military committee was formed and 
visited the Christian villages. After a careful technical study, it sub- 
mitted a report to the command confirming that the source of the shells 
was Israel and the border strip, and that the shells were 120mm and 175mm 
American-made shells. After Israel's base lie and the game of the isola- 
tionist militias were exposed, the artillery switched to shelling the 
city of Sidon which had been transformed into a major residential site 
for displaced persons and an important commercial center over the past 

3 years. 


The shelling of the city of Sidon added great weight to the nature of the 
coming confrontation. This forced the authorities to move quickly to 
contain repercussions and reactions. 


Foreign Minister Fu'ad Butrus at once contacted Lebanon's permanent repre- 
sentative to the UN, Ghassan Tuwayni, and asked him to submit a complaint 
to the Security Council, reserving Lebanon's right to summon the council 
to convene ii che military situation deteriorated. Minister Butrus also 
contacted Lebanon's ambassador in Washington, Khalil ‘Aytani, and asked 
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him to convey a detailed picture of the gravity of the situation to Ameri- 
can officials. Butrus then got in touch with American officials in Wash- 
ington's embassy in Beirut, and briefed them on details of the battles, 
the way they could evolve, and their threat to the domestic situation, 

He asked them to ask officials in the United States to put pressure on 
Iarael to halt ite shelling of villages and residential and commercial 
areas and quarters. 


This rapid Lebanese diplomatic move wae an indication of the impact the 
interactions on the shelling will have on the domestic situation, particu- 
larly as the city of Sidon is considered the capital of the south and the 
last line of defense in the confrontation with Israel. 


However, this was not the only reason the state moved diplomatically to 
deal with the emerging military situation in the south. There were, in 
fact, several reasons, primarily the fact that the city of Sidon had the 
largest population of Sunnis after Beirut and Tripoli. 


The state was afraid that the Israeli shelling would stir up feelings and 
sensitivities in various areas of Lebanon, particularly Beirut. 


In this sphere, the Sunnis are considered the major underpinnings for the 
stability of the political situation in the country. Israel's venturing 
to shell the areas of this denomination would further complicate the 
situation, particularly if the state did not move to salvage the situa- 
tion and contain its aftereffects. Therefore, the Lebanese diplomatic 
machinery moved quickly, because it could not bear this political compli- 
cation at a time when it had demonstrated its failure and inability to 
bear the burden of the huge material and human destruction inflicted on 
Shi'ite cities and villages in the south, such as Tyre and al-Nabatiyah. 


Informed sources close to the foreign ministry say that the authorities 
decided to move, before it was too late, to defeat Israel's plan to stir 
up domestic unrest at a time when Lebanon was preparing for the battle 
of national entente. 


The sources add that the authorities quickly understood the Israeli plan 
and bent their efforts on stopping the shelling through intensive contacts 
with Washington, New York and the American embassy in Beirut. 


Nonetheless, the Israeli forces and the military groups cooperating with 
them in the border strip did not stop the shelling. It became clear that 
the enemy was also aiming at creating an area of security and political 
unrest against the Palestinian resistance. 


Thus, the artillery of the joint forces [in Lebanon] acted. On the third 
day of the Israeli-Lebanese isolationist shelling, it responded with a 
bombardment the like of which the area had not seen for a long time. Re- 
ports of the UN in the Lebanese south recorded the fact that the artillery 
of the joint forces had fired more than 275 rounds of various calibers in 
one day, compared with 265 rounds fired by the enemy artillery. 
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Also, the artillery of the joint forces expanded its field of operations. 
Ite shells reached some residential areas in the area of Hula and Lake 
Tiberias and made direct hits on several Zionist villages and settlements. 
This caused the enemy to declare a state of general alert, and to ask the 
people in the settlements to take shelter for fear of surprises. After 
the strong response by the joint forces, the pattern of Israeli shelling 
reverted to its previous status, and the enemy merely struck at areas it 
had normally shelled on earlier occasions. 


Thies escalating climate certainly created a political situation in support 
of the joint forces, and had a positive effect on the population. 


The Battle 


The people of Tyre had no choice but to hold demonstrations of mourning 
despite the daily shelling of residential areas. Some observers attribute 
the anger expressed by the people after the recent Israeli shelling to 

the fact the people found themselves faced with a single choice, that is, 
‘> fight, confront and stand fast. 


This popular position is strengthening the morale of the fighters and is 
making them stronger and more firm. This is so, because on this and on 
every similar past occasion the people faced the bitter, inescapable truth 
that it is betcer to stand firm on the land than to leave and become home- 
less. 


The shelling of Sidon certainly added [fuel] to the recent battle. The 
exchange of shelling between the joint forces and the enemy was a new 
factor, since the people in Tyre and al-Nabatiyah found themselves forced 
to stay in their areas. In the past, Sidon used to constitute a temporary 
refuge for them. 


Some sources in the Palestinian resistance commented that the expanded 
range of the Israeli shelling to cover new areas in the south is due to 
the enemy's attempt to exploit security gaps created by the withdrawal 
of the Arab deterrent forces from the areas of al-Zahrani, Sidon and al- 
Damur. 


These sources say that the decision to regroup the deterrent forces led 
to an extension of the Israeli red plan to cover the whole southern strip 
extending from al-Damur to Tyre. 


These sources add that if the enemy continues to shell this area, the 

joint forces will be forced to shoulder their security, political and mili- 
tary responsibilities by forcefully responding to any attempt to escalate 
or undermine the situation. 


Some informed parties believe the ' Oled military burdens that have 
fallen on the shoulders of the joiu. 1 ‘6 recently make it necessary 
for them to be more vigilant and prepai./ to face any eventualities. 
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These parties expect the enemy to exploit some points of weakness so as 
to etrike a blow at the joint forces from behinc, or to encircle their 
tighters with surprise landing operations. 


Therefore, the command of the joint forces deployed ite elements and 
reallocated positions and dispositions in line with a programmed plan 
commensurate with anticipated duties in the coming period. 


The command of the joint forces also moved some of its milita.v positions, 
fighting formations and artillery emplacements from a number 01 places 

and redeployed them in keeping with a plan which f/* recent deve, opments. 
On the basis of this, various political elements unarimously fee that 
Israel's recent opening of the battle of the south was not devoia of pre- 
clee political and military calculations. 


Also, the enemy's timing of the new battle of the south was not merely a 
routine action, but is part of its highly important calculations of the 
directions of the worsening situation in the area. 


Therefore, various reliable sources anticipate that the dossier of the 
south will not be like previous dossiers, but will have its own character 
in the overall situation in Lebanon and in the neighboring countries. 


On this basis, various political elements are holding their breath for 
fear that the south will be a victim of other considerations and calcula- 
tions.

HASSAN INTERVIEW FOR FRENCH TELEVISION

[Text of interview with King Hassan on French television program “Antenna II" 
by Jean-Pierre El Kabache, Edouard Sablier, Paul Nahon and Philippe Rocheau) 


[Excerpts] Paris 9 April (MAP)--[Sablier] Sire, have you asked France for 
special aid for the present situation? 


{[Anewer] We spoke particularly about energy, that is to say that in 1981 
Morocco will be exporting uranium from phosphates, and since nuclear energy 
is the order of the day, we spoke about it at length with the president, 
and then with Mr Giroud whom I met at dinner Saturday evening, and we are 
considering undertaking common research projects for the development of 
uranium extracted from phosphate. 


[El Kabbache] Are agreements being prepared? 


[Answer] No. It is too soon for agreements, but there is a willingness to 
analyze, first of all, the production phase, and later, the marketing phase. 


[Sablier] Do you want to have reactors, nuclear powerplants? 


[Answer] We want to have nuclear powerplants because consumption is going to 
increase, and as you know, we have no oil. Most of our dams control water 
and generate hydroelectric power. 


We have a thermal central power station at Jerada, which is operated with 
coal from our own country, but it isn't enough. We import a great deal of 
fuel oil, and that amount will be increasing. 


It is certain that nuclear power will cost us very little since uranium is 
prepared from phosphoric acid.

French Policy in Africa 


[Zl Kabbache|] Your Majesty, do you believe that France is conducting a 
colonialist policy in Africa. How do you feel about France's policy? 


[Anewer) I do not believe that France will again become a colonizing country. 
I will go even further. I am sure that even if some countries in Africa 
demanded, by referendum, that France return as a colonial power, she would 
not do so. In my opinion, these are simply fictitious stories. France is 
contributing aid to the countries who ask for it, and I believe that her 
interventions in Africa are no more inopportune than those of the European 
communist parties when they hold congresses and special conferences to discuss 
the internal effairs of African countries. In that case, Mr Marchais, Mr 
Berlinguer, and Mr Carillo are also interventionists and even more dangerous 
interventionists than the president of the French Republic. 


[Zl Kabbache] Did you agree with the French president during the talks about 
a conference of the heads of state and of the governments of Europe, Africa 
and the Arab countries? 


{[Anewer] The idea of the "trialogue" was started by the president of the 
republic, himself, he was its promoter.... Since I belong to both the Arabian 
and African families, we spoke about this problem together, and we are very 
interested, even more interested than before, in a conference, in a trialogue, 
because I believe, and the president of the republic also believes that even 
on the geographic level, many regions have become very important passage ways, 
therefore, economic currents and political ideologies are brewing all around 
us, and it would not be a bad thing for us to study them, Buropeans, Africans 
and Arabs, 
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On the Saharan Quest ion 


{[Nahon} Your Majesty, don't you feel that the war in the Sahara is coming 
closer and closer to Algeria, on the Tindouf side...the most recent confron- 
tations between the POLISARIO and your army on the Zag side give the impression 
that the situation is becoming extremely serious. 


[Anewer) Tell me, Nahon, I have the impression that you are move and more an 
out-and-out Saharan, you don't like to ask questions about anyth..g except 
the Sahare. 


[Bl Kabbache)] He is well-informed.... 


[Anewer) No, No. No, but especially, he was born in our country. kh) must 
not forget that. I would like to calm your fears, the war is actually going 
toward the North again. 


Thie simply proves that in the new territory which has been returned to 
Morocco it ie impossible for the POLISARIO to deploy their men or to have a 
proper logistical plan. 


They must then choose the valley of the Oued Draa which is the former frontier 
between the old Morocco and the new Morocco. However, anyone who knows the 
valley of the Oued Draa knows that it is a valley of 400 km with canyons and 
chalky gorges in which there are caverns, and many caves. It is somet imes 
impossible to cross because one must go 20 km to find a crossing for the 
vehicles. It is true that we have paid no attention to that side, because 

we did not believe that the Algerians would ever encourage or support the 
POLISARTO within the frontiers that even they recognized. 


The surprise was somewhat disagreeable for us. But vast clean-up operat ions 
are widerway, and I insist on stressing one thing, this is that the last 
dispatches from the AFP were sent from Algeria and were signed by an Algeiia . 
Furthermore, L'HUMANITE was stupid enough to publish the dispatch with cle 
signacure of the Algerian AFP correspondent which stated that 2,000 men iw 
been killed in Morocco. 


Really, it would take an atom bomb to kill 2,000 men in a single strike. 
According to the calculations, if there were 2,000 dead, it would mean that 
there were 14,000 wounded, since 6 or 7 wounded should be counted for eacl) 
fatality. 


I can tell you one thing. That is, that I give you news, the subversives 
give you propaganda. It is easier to give out propaganda than news. 


I can tell you officially, I say it sorrowfully, but officially, that we heve 
lost 82 men, no more than 82 men. 


[Nahon} Who controls the region militarily at the present time, on the Zag 
side, you or the POLISARIO? 
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[Anewer] If you wish to come and take a walk, it is I who will lead you, and 
not the POLISARIO, 


[El Kabbache] Your Majesty, do you believe that you are approaching the 
negotiating stage with the Alger‘ans, with the POLISARIO? What will be the 
outcome of a war which is beginning to cost lives and money for the people 
of Morocco, how will it end? 


[Anewer) There are not 50,000 waye to end a war. There is only one, and 

that is to try to win it. You will tell me that it is a business that cannot 
end in victory for on and defeat for the other. I agree, because it is a 
phony war, because we are not fighting the real enemy. The real enemy is not 
President Chadii or the ANP [People's National Army). It is the logistical 
methods which are at the disposal of the POLISARIO. It ie not Qadhdhafi's 
dollars which are bringing arme when and as one wishes. 


We are fighting to defend an African window, and to defend a region of a 
certain ideology. It is inconceivable that Morocco can act as the junction 
for the Gibralter tunnel between Burope and Africa and, at the same time 
agree to be colonized intellectually and politically. We could not be the 
crossroads, or the link between the East, the West, the north and the south, 
if we are to remain Moroccans, authentically Moroccans, that is, free, and 
loving to live in freedom. That is the real war that we are carrying on. 


[El Kabbache) Have you obtained in France either French mediation, or French 
neutrality, or arms and neutrality? 


[Answer] From the beginning, we have obtained neutrality on the part of the 
French Government. Purthermore, this is not neutrality in the sense that 
France is not concerned in this affair. She has never colonized, or occupied 
that part of the Sahara. On the contrary, Spain is responsible to a great 
extent for all of the blood which is flowing at the present time. As for 
weapons, we are not the only ones buying arms from France, and France is not 
the only one selling them to us. One cannot accuse friends who are selliny, 
to the whole world whatever they can obtain. 


The Palestinian Cause 

[El Kabbache|] Your Majesty, you look a great deal toward the Near East and 

the Palestinians, and even at the responsibilities of the PLO. Do you believe 
that they are ready to make the gesture, or a gesture, of ending their warlike 
aims and recognizing the state of Israel? 


[Answer] Well then, I insist on being very precise on this point of view. And 
I will tell you that the PLO of today is not the PLO of Choukeiry. 


[El Kabbache) However, there was an attempt yesterday.... 
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[Anawer) Oh that! The affair will not be well regulated. First of all, 
there ie no truce between the Palestinians and Iereel. The Palestinians 
ere ready to recognize lerael, if the world recognizes them. They say: 
"This is our only asset. It ie the only thing that we can give, we possess 
nothing. It is the only thing we can give." 


They know that they are engaged in constant, total cohabitation, in every 
way that that implies. If the PLO is recognized: "We will recognize Ierael." 


{El Kabbache|] But who will make the first move’ 


[Anewer) Why lowe time between the first and the second? They shou 4 be 
simultaneous. 


[El Kabbache} And do you believe that Camp David will lead to peace? 


[Answer] No. I do not think so, because of two things. Either President 
Sadat is going to accept Begin's proposals and then he will be obliged to 
destroy the Camp David treaty. Or, he will reject them, and of course, they 
will then return to zero. But I do not believe that this trip to the White 
House contributes anything. 


[Sablier] Sire, You have seen that the recent Egyptian proposals consist in 
beginning to study the Gaza strip, instead of tackling the Trans-Jordan area. 
This means that the power which would have sovereignity over Gaza would be 
Egypt and not Israel. Even Mr Begin has never claimed that Gaza was part of 
Israel. Don't you believe that that is the beginning of a solution? 


[Answer] It is certain that «ince the territory of the future Palestinian 
state would be the Trane-Jordan and the Gaza strip, and if President Sadat 
completely recovers the Gaza strip, and if he gives it to the Palest inians-- 
because he can give it to them--That would be a great step in trying to find 
a solution. 


[Sablier) But that, that is negotiated, and rightly so. I believe that tie, 
are in the course of negotiating after Camp David. 


[Answer] I don't know anything about it.

SABIC OFFICIAL DISCUSSES BASIC INDUSTRY PROGRESS 
Riyadh AL-RIYADH in Arabic 5 Mar 80 pp 1, 17 


[Article by Sultan al-Bazi'iy: "Basic Industry Enters Operational Phase; 
Iron and Steel Factory in Jiddah Begins Actual Production; Work Begins on 
Construction of Al-Jubayl Factory") 


[Text] After 4 years of preparation, the Saudi Arabian Basic Industries 
Company (SABIC) began recently implementation of its first group of basic 
industries in the Kingdom. Thus, work began on construction of the al- 
Jubayl lron and Steel Factory; the first meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Saudi Arabian Methanol Company was held; and procedural measures 

to register the al-Jubayl Fertilizer Company were completed. Members of 
the board of directors cf the latter company were appointed. 


This was stated to AL~RIYADH by engineer ‘Abd-al-'‘Aziz al-Zamil, Executive 
Vice President of the Board of Directors of SABIC. Engineer al-Zamil added 
that the Jiddah Iron and Steel Factory began actual production in the small 
products division. It is expected that production will begin soon in the 
large products division. The factory is currently managed in full by Saudi 
young men who received their training in Germany and returned to assume 
administration and operation of the factory. 


The site of the Iron and Steel Factory planned for erection in al-Jubayl 
was turned over to the company building it. Construction of the factory 
has actually started, and is scheduled for completion in 1982. Production 
will begin during the first quarter of 1983. The project will cost 2,000 
million Riyals. The project is undertaken jointly by SABIC and the German 
(Korff) Stahl Company. It was decided to produce 800,000 tons of sponge 
iron yearly, and 850,000 tons of raw steel ingots, in addition to 850,000 
tons of iron rod for ferroconcrete construction. 


Engineer al-Zamil said that the first meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the Saudi Arab an Methanol Company was held recently. The company was 
set up jointly by SABIC and a group of Japanese companies, and members of 
its board of directors consist of Saudis and Japanese. Engineer al-Zamil 
is chairman of the company's board of directors. Saudi members of the 
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board are Professor ‘Abdullah al-Najidi, Director of Marketing Administra~ 
tion in the company; engineer ‘Abd-al-'Agiz al-Turki; and engineer ‘Abdul- 
lah al-Tuwayjari, from the Ministry of Industry and Electricity. 


Engineer al-Zamil states that previous meetings facilitated convening the 
recent meeting of the board, because of agreement between the two sides 
on many matters which concern the company. 


Procedural measures to register the company have been officiaily completed. 
Four Saudi engineers have been sent for training in Japan, brin; ing to 11 
the number of Saudi engineers who are receiving the r training i: Japanese 
company factories. 


Within 3 weeks a contract will be signed to construct the factory. Con- 
struction will be carried out by a Japanese company in al-Jubayl. 


Engineer al-Zamil added that measures to register the al-Jubay! Fertilizer 
Company were completed. This is the third project undertaken by SABIC 
jointly with the Taiwan Fertilizer Company of Nationalist China. The 
project will be established in al-Jubayl also. Members of the board of 
directors have been appointed by both Saudi and Chinese sides. Engineer 
Yusuf al-Hamad, under secretary of the ministry of industry and electric- 
ity, Professor Ibrahim ibn Salmah, Director General of SABIC, and engi- 
neer Mu'ayyad al-Qurtas are Saudi members of the board. Within 10 days, 
the first executive board meeting will be held. 


From another standpoint, engineer al-Zamil said that SABIC has increased 
the number of Saudi trainees from 80 to 100 trainees. They are graduates 
of Saudi universities in the fields of [business] administration, indus- 
trial and chemical administration, and engineering.

FUNCTIONS OF REGIONAL AGRICULTURAL RESEARCH CENTER REVIEWED 
Riyadh AL-RIYADH in Arabic 25 Feb 80 p 4 
(Article by Ibrahim al-Kanati: "Agriculture...After 0i1!"] 


[Text] The population explosion in the world, and the food needed by the 
millions of mouths born each day, make it necessary to develop food 
sources. Thus, chemical fertilizers and soil improvers have appeared. 
Methods of irrigation and water distribution and planting and harvesting 
equipment have bcen developed, and it has even become possible to produce 
food from petroleum by-products, etc., as this generation has seen. God 
has granted our country riches which have enabled our leadership to lead 
us in the march of civilization. This leadership has perceived that oil 
is a depletable wealth, and that the growth of revenues from a specific 
source must not result in neglecting other sources of income. Thus, 
effort has proceeded toward developing the agricultural sector, espe- 
cially since agricultural and livestock production capabilities in the 
Kingdom are possible. If properly developed, these capabilities can 
make the Kingdom reach the point of self-sufficiency in these two areas. 
The Kingdom may even become an exporter of certain agricultural products. 
To keep abreast of progress, the Regional Center for Agricultural and 
Water Research has been established in the industrial area of Riyadh as 

a step on the road of development of agriculture and agricultural research. 


This center was officially opened by His Highness Prince Salman ibn ‘Abd- 
al-'Aziz, Governor of Riyadh Province, on 15 Jumada I, 1398 [22 April 
1977). 


Goals of the Center 


The main purpose of constructing the Regional Center for Agricultural and 
Water Research is to create a technical system of support for various 
activities in the areas of: soil reclamation and increased soil produc- 
tivity; development of water resources necessary for drinking and irriga- 
tion; protection and production of crops; production and health of live- 
stock; and develooment of the food industry and improvement of the quality 
of food to make it more suitable for human health in the Arabian Peninsula 
and the Gulf states. In order for the center to achieve these objectives, 
it is carrying out research in the various fields of agriculture, research 
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which is directly linked to agricultural and water needs in the Arabian 
Peninsula and the neighboring Gulf states, It is also taking a primary 
role in the work to apply modern technology in agricultural matters in 
place of traditional methods. In view of the variety of soil and water 
in these nations, the areas of research which the center is undertaking 
cover a vast cross section of soil and climate types and water avail- 
ability. The center will be in an ideal position to serve the agricul- 
tural sector in Gulf states and the Arabian Peninsula, and adequate ex- 
pertise will be available to it to extend a helping hand to solve prob- 
lems related to agricultural and livestock production for the nations of 
the region, It will also host agriculture specialists from these coun- 
tries, to prepare and train each of them to carry out the resear:h in his 
own field. Although intensive use of foreign expertise in the in tial 
phases of the center's existence is inevitable, the center's ambition 

is that cooperation with the foreign experts will be based on equality 
and partnership. In order to develop Arab researchers--Saudi researchers 
in particular--the center ': tivities include intensive technical train- 
ing in the various fields | uriculture, 


Who Are the Workers at the Center? 


The center includes excellent Saudi cadres from the staff of the ministry 
of agriculture and water, in addition to experts and technicians belong- 
ing to various institutions. The American Department of Agriculture con- 
tributes through the Joint Saudi-American Agency for Economic Cooperation 
a number of experts who work at the center as researchers, each in his own 
specialty. The center also includes a number of professors from the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the American University of Beirut. There are also 
experts under contract with the center through the ministry of agriculture 
and water. The center also includes a number of students of higher studies 
in agriculture, who carry out research in their fields at the center, under 
supervision of its experts, as a part of their requirements for graduation 
with a Master's diploma in agricultural sciences. A Technical Director 

is in charge of the administration of technical affairs of the center. le 
cooperates with the Director General for Training Administration in manag- 
ing the administrative affairs of the center, in view of the close link 
between research and training. In addition to the general administrative 
system, the center includes the Assistant in Charge of Administrative Af- 
fairs and Maintenance, and five technical sections, each of which includes 
a number of experts and technicians. These sections are: Soil and Irri- 
gation Section, Plant and Crop Control Section, Livestock Production and 
Health Section, Livestock Nutrition and Health Section, Nutrition and Food 
Industry Section, and the Chemical Analysis Section. 


The center is approaching construction of a large library which will in- 


clude a number of books, references and periodical publications related to 
agricultural and water matters. 
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Purpose of the Soil and Irrigation Division 


The purpose of the Soil and Irrigation Division is to carry out research 
on problems related to soil and irrigation, in order to aid the develop- 
ment and growth of agriculture. The division is preparing a farm in the 
Al-Kharj area, attached to the Research Center, to carry out soil and 
irrigation research there. The activities of the division include: 


~~Studying soil suitability for agricultural production through chemical 
and physiological analysis of soil samples. In this regard the division 
renders analytical services to the member nations, to various Saudi 
government departments and to farmers. 


~~Studying various fertilizing methods from the standpoint of fertilizer 
quantity, quality, and suitability for each type of soil for the purpose 
of attaining ideal production. 


~-Stu.,.ag various irrigation methods, such as irrigation by hose or spray 
hose or by spraying or dripping, and the relationship of these to the type 
of irrigation furrow, to the needs of plants, to soil characteristics and 
to climatic conditions. 


~-Studying the cultivation of reclaimed saline land for the purpose of 
determining the best methods so that reclamation efforts will not exceed 
a level commensurate with the physiological and chemical characteristics 
of the soil and its productivity. 


--From another standpoint, developing methods to utilize agricultural 
implements to correspond to the circumstances of each country. 


In carrying out these projects, the Soil and Irrigation division cooperates 
with the other divisions of the center and with the agricultural test sta- 
tions. At the present time, the division is carrying out programs, among 
them: Analyzing soil samples sent by government authorities and farmers 
from various parts of the region; giving advice concerning various methods 
of treating the soil; evaluating the effectiveness of certain fertilizers 
prior to using them; and studying various irrigation methods and their ef- 
fects on the productivity of certain crops. The center is also studying 
the effect of water salinity on soil productivity at agricultural stations 
in the region. Among these is the Al-Kharj Agricultural Station, which 
will be [a provincial] center of soil and irrigation research, in view of 
the variety of soil there and the availability of various types of water. 


Crop Production and Protection Division 


This division carries out research, and renders services related to pro- 
duction and protection of economic plants, including field crops, fruits, 
vegetables, pasture plants and species of forest trees. Its activities 
include crop research, evaluating the vacious types of crops, introducing 
new types of crops and improving the important local types through care 
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for the soil. However, in the field of protecting crops, research in- 
cludes procection studies related to dealing with land infested with para- 
sitic plants and nematodes and harmful grasses. The division helps the 
Saudi Ministry of Agriculture and Water in training agricultural advisers 
and other workers at the provincial stations by assigning training courses, 
giving advice and holding seminars concerning problems of protecting crops 
from local parasites. ‘The latter can provide scientific material in this 
area to researchers in the agricultural field in all parts of the world. 
The projects entrusted to this division, include evaluating insecticides, 
developmental pesticides, grass eradicators and nematode eradicators, to 
determine their effectiveness with respect to protecting crops. The re- 
sults of these studies are presented in the form of recommendations con- 
cerning the most effective pesticides to use to protect crops, as well as 
minimum dosage required and frequency of application against various or- 
ganisms. The division's projects also include experiments on disease 
resistant types of plants to determine the most resistant to causes of 
disease, and experiments in various areas of the Kingdom on various crops 
in cooperation with international agencies for the purpose of selecting 
suitable types of crops. The projects also include research to improve 
pasture land by introducing pasture plants which can stand aridity and 
brush which is resistant to salinity, such as (al-tarabalka), and to re- 
duce the types of plants which are inappropriate for grazing and toxic 
plants; and to identify and improve the various types of plants suitable 
for grazing. The projects also include preparing a comprehensive list of 
all types of insects in the region, in order to recognize the greatest 
possible number of pests which afflict all agricultural crops. Insects 
which are caught by day using trap nets, or at night using light snares, 
are to be preserved and identified as part of the comprehensive regional 
insect list, which will become reference material for researchers in this 
field. As for insects which are identified as dangerous pests, they are 
combatted using various types of chemicals or nonchemical methods. The 
projects also include a special study of Hijaz clover to determine the 
best ways to prepare and care for agricultural plots so as to produce 
optimum crops in quantity and nutritional value of this important fodder. 
The projects also include studies on overcoming salinity, since, by de- 
termining the types of cultivation which can stand a high level of salinity, 
it may become possible to determine circumstances suitable for producing 
useful crops. 


The Center and Production 


The purpose of [the animal care] division is to carry out research and 
studies, and participate in ensuring identification of animal diseases 
for the purpose of raising the level of livestock production and protect- 
ing the health of livestock in the region. This division includes the 
following laboratories: 


--The livestock bacteria laboratory whose workers take part in surveying 
and identifying bacterial animal diseases, and in carrying out research 
on various pathological bacteria. 








~The livestock virus laboratory which is being equipped to undertake 
studies concerning livestock nutrition. Through the livestock virus 
laboratory, the Kingdom will participate in identification of [virus] 
diseases and in research and studies on the most important ways to pro- 
tect againet them. 


This division cooperates with the Livestock Resources Administration of 
the Saudi ministry of agriculture and water in:the field and laboratory 
identification of livestock diseases, when necessary. The division's 
current program will expand during this year to include study of poultry 
nutrition and the effect of the environment on productivity, and study 
of parasitic diseases in domestic animals. The division will construct 
and equip laboratories concerned with these subjects. The division will 
undertake projects, the most important of which are: 


~-Surveying the diseases of brucellosis and tuberculosis in cattle to de- 
termine their extent. 


~-Surveying the spread and density of intestinal parasites in cattle. 
--Surveying nutritional mineral elements in livestock [products]. 
Nutrition and Food Industries Division 


The function of this division is t# develop food products, especially 
those which are based on the raw materials available in the region, to 
study food safety from the standpoint of health, and to cooperate with 
other governmental institutions to ensure wholesome food. 


This division includes several research laboratories, including: The 
chemical analysis laboratory for foodstuffs, the bacterial analysis 
laboratory for foodstuffs, the human nutrition laboratory, and a labora- 
tory for studying the characteristics of dough and bread. The division 
has an experimental workshop which is fully equipped to produce foods 

of all types. The division conducts research on the development of its 
products. 


Functions of the Chemical Analysis Division 


The Chemical Analysis Division represents the greatest common denominator 
from the technical standpoint for the various other divisions of the 
center. This Section carries out the chemical analyses required by the 
research programs of the various other divisions. Therefore, it includes 
a considerable collection of the most modern analytical equipment. This 
division also carries out analyses requested by other governmental bureaus, 
especially analysis of water to determine its suitability for drinking 

and irrigation. 


Researchers in this division cooperate with the researchers of other divi- 
sions in carrying out joint research, such as study of the chemistry of 
nutritional elements. 
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The division strives to devise chemical standards for drinking water in 
the Kingdom and the Gulf states, to correspond to local conditions. The 
division also participates in carrying out a chemical survey of the main 
water resources of the Kingdom and in developing a data bank on these 
water resources. It strives, in cooperation with other bureaus in the 
Saudi ministry of agriculture and water, to construct small laboratories 
for analysis at research stations {in the various agricultural regions of 
the Kingdom. 


The activities of the division include: Analyzing water samples sent to 

it from various governmental authorities and farmers in the region; analyz- 
ing wat.uc samples taken from various water sources; studying the natural 
value of certe‘!n abundant plants; and monitoring the quality of water 
available f. rinking and studying it. 


Meeting Wi . Jfficial of the Center 


During our seeting with the center's director for administrative affairs, 
Professor Muhammad ‘Abdullah al-Shihah, he stated that the center under- 
takes tremendous activities in the service of this nation, and that it is 
pursuing a number of projects, such as the greenhouse project, which de- 
termines the types of plants and fertilizers which can be used in it. He 
also stated that the center is now carrying out experiments delegated to 
it by the ministry of agriculture to determine the range of fertilizer 
types to which plants can adapt, because some of the soil in which there 
is nitrogen may settle to the bottom. Thus, the plant does not benefit 
from it, and may die. He also said: "It is known that agriculture fol- 
lows right behind oil from the standpoint of importance." At the conclu- 
sion of the conversation, he added that the center has various branches 
in al-Qasim, al-Kharj and certain cities and villages of the Kingdon.
